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REMARKS 



Claims 1-11 are pending in this application. Claims 6-1 1 are canceled herein without 
prejudice to the filing of same in a further application. Please enter these amendments and consider 
the following remarks. 

RESTRICTION OF CLAIMS 

The Office Action states that claims 1-1 1 are restricted into the following groups- 
Group 1. Claims 1-5, drawn to a method of method of detecting single polymorphisms, 

including a G to C alteration at position 2581 in SEQ ID NO:l 1, associated with an increased 

sensitivity to warfarin. 

Group 2. Claim 7, drawn to a method of detecting a subject having decreased sensitivity to 
warfarin by detecting a T to C polymorphism at position 3294 of SEQ ID NO: 11. 

Group 3. Claim 8, drawn to a method of detecting a subject having decreased sensitivity to 
warfarin by detecting a G to A polymorphism at position 4769 of SEQ ID NO:l 1 . 

Applicants elect Group 1 (claims 1-5) without traverse.
